The death of John Mulvane j 
marks the fifth automobile fa- 
) faille In Lineoln this year. 


John Mulvane, 21. Raymond, died 
at 1:30 o’clock Tuesday morning 
at St Elisabeth’s hoapltal of in- 
jureis sustained four hours earlier, 
when the light roadster In which 
he was riding, driven by William 
Sllverstrand. 20. Raymond, hurdled 
a ditch and crashed into a tele­ 
phone pole on the S. Y. A. high­ 
way at the Raymond road Inter­ 
section. 
Both sides of Mulvane’s 
skull were fractured, and the im­ 
mediate cause of his death was 
cerebral hemorrhage. 
8i!verstrand 
is improving, 
and 
Erobably will recover, Dr. George E. 
ewis. city 
physician, stated 
at 
noon Tuesday. 
His injuries con­ 
sist of several broken ribs, sustained 
when he was crushed against the 
steering 
wheel. 
X-ray examina­ 
tion will be made this afternoon 
to determine presence of any in­ 
ternal injuries. 
Sllverstrand, who 
regained consciousness shortly after 
the accident, declared that Mulvane 
was thrown clear of the machine. 
While exact details of the acci­ 
dent cannot be determined. Sheriff

applied his brakes suddenly as he 
neared the Raymond road 
section and skidded off the road In­ 
to the pole, which is on the right 
side of tile road a few feet before 
the turn.

lower 
prices.and the increased quality of 
the products. 
Mr. McCann, 
first 
affirmative 
speaker, contended th at "unless un­ 
ethical methods are eliminated all 
legltmate advertising runs the risk 
of being destroyed." 
Mr. Feidler of Nebraska, answered 
that advertising like all other busi­ 
nesses is not perfect. He also spoke 
of the service newspaper advertis­ 
ing is rendering to Jthe public, which 
he explained not only brings var­ 
ious products to the attentioixof the 
public but also 
makes it possible 
for the paper to print the news of 
the world. 
Mr. Ricketts, continuing the af­ 
firmative argument for South Da­ 
kota, dealt chiefly with the “adver­ 
tising mars’’ of large firma a n d quot­ 
ed figures concerning increased ad­ 
versing appropriations. 
Mr. Anderson, Nebraska's second 
negative speaker, answered that the 
one fundamental principle of adver­ 
tising is repetition and the constant 
placing of a commodity before the 
public eye. Increased volume in ad­ 
vertising is not a burden to the con- 
{sumer, he explained, but usually is 
responsible for increased quality of 
I merchandise. 
A brief period of open discussion 
I followed the debate. C. W. Motter, 
president of the Ad club, presided. 
Previous to the debate, the speakers 
were i v "od u-t rt bv Dr H A White, 
coach of debating’ at the University 
{of Nebraska. He also introduced E.

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t David Finley of the University Of Illinois. 
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Following is the opinion of Justice George M Young 
to which the Illinois educator has taken objection: 
“Up to and beyond the time when the constitu­ 
tion was originallv adopted, higher education was 
entirely within the field of private enterprise; and 
it does not appear that there was any failure upon 
tile part of the privately conducted college to meet 
the requirements of the republic for higher edu- 
■ cation. 
“Indeed, then, as now, they furnished instrue- 
ti I of better quality 
than 
that 
furnished by 
state institutions and lf they had been allowed to 
occupy the higher educational field without inter­ 
ference or competition from the state institutions, 
they might now be furnishing instruction at the 
same or even lower cost than that furnished to 
the students at state colleges.”

Fitful showers of rain, cold and 
penetrating, began early in the day, 
dimming

but softening the affectionate out­ 
givings of the public whom he loved 
and who loved him. 
The rain began an hour before 
the body was taken from the home 
on Wyoming avenue where he died, 
to lie in state until noon under the 
rotunda of the 
capitol 
before it

Only a very few were permitted 
to have a last view at the home and 
the many thousands of others who 
wanted the privilege of a last look 
were formed In line at the rotunda, 
where more than an hour had been 
set aside for them to file slowly 
by the bier.
